San Francisco T-1 and T'-S, of kxxm rellabllltgr, supplied the info lu- 
nation used in this report* These sources •d'vLsed that KKSUTIC continued 
to serve as Cons^il at the Yugoslav Consulate General^ San FranoiBoo^ in 
Septeinber and October, 1953* He maintained his residence at 2$0 
Magellan Avenue, San Francisco* 

As in the past XOSUTIC continued his interest in legal ^ifoblaBa 
involving inheritances and such court nattora as the AHEESj^RTUKCfTICH 
case, uherein Yugoslavia has been attettpting to extradite ARTUXDVIGH to 
stand trial for alleged war-time crimes against th^ pe^le cf that 
country* During this period the Uhited States Circuit Court of Appeals 
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he^d the Tugoalar appeal £rom the lever oexort declsloa In this 
natter* 

ks of tnis period JOOSUTtC was rceolvin^ a salary of 5572*00 nonthl^.

It upreired to source that both KDSUtIC «id 
his wife were, disturbed at this 1 MS» and indicated that they felt that

KDSUTIC asked BOGQAt»){^FOVlC of the Btabaasy about the end of 
September if he hod any news of aiy transfers* XDSbTIC ssid that he wished 
to go to Belgrade for rumy reasoos> on i^eh he did not elaberate* 

SOSUTIC also told ^3iKD)pA^lDSLIC^' before MHUOO*s departure frcei 
finbassy for Togoslavia^ that he wished to return to Tugoelavla as soon 
as possible* KCSUIXC also oZalned tha t he b a^l ^so told the other offlolals 
at the Esdbassy, ibbassador F0PC7IC nd RXIOGUL^lNDin^ of his desires in 
this regard. KOSOTIC said he could sea no benefit to Mnself by a farther 
stay in the United States.

Vhile I7AKCKVIC was In los Angeles at the end of Sept I953j 
KDSUTIC was arrangljK for a dinner party. Mrs. KDSUCXC wondered if they 
should invite FAia^iMaE\1C> wife of RAFO, but sxibject said that he did 
not want her* (T-2, SepterA^r 23# 1953.) 

KOSUfUC on Septesber 2U, 1953 urged IVAhGhVIC to cone hone to 
handle the newly-arisen Trieste natter, which started with a letter to 
the "San Francisco Chronicle” fron the Italian Consul Ooneral, which 
appear^ on Septeinber 23# 1953# stating Italy *s cose for Trieste. KDSUTXC 
lnir.edlately contacted the l&tbassy asking what should be dona. Upon his 
return to San Francisco# I7A>CE71C stated thab he thou^st that the natter 
could have boon handled locally, ard be oritifldsed X05UTIC for his actions 
in the matter* (T-2, Septoaber 25, 1953.)

France^ or Italy did not sing as did the TugosXav y€uth» because these 
people did not have the true pioneering spirit* KDGOnO also oritloiaed
